The True Origin of Rotary 


Rotary came into being with a group of four men seated 


around an office t:\ble. 
As it happened each one of the four 


represented a different calling — one a. coal dealer, one a mining 
operator, one a merchant tailor, and the fourth an attorney. 
The attorney, Paul P. Hams, was the one who first advanced 
the idea of forming a club different from any other club then 
known, and to him belongs the credit for starting the great Ro- 
tary movement. 
The meeting of the four at which it was decided to -or- 


ganize a club, that now historic meeting of the four original 
Rotarians, was held February 23d, 1905, in the Unity Buijd- 
nig on D-earborn street, Chicago. 
It was decided to '-invite 


to membership just one man from each different busiheas or 
professional calling. A printer, a real estate man, an insur- 
ance man, and a banker, wei-e the next four admitted. . ' . 
."Rotary" was chosen as the name of •the; new ."'cjttb be-

inapt they decided to adopt the shorter form and call it the 
"Rotary Club."

The Rotary Club has one rule which must not be violated. 


This is the rule in regard to attendance. 'Practically every 
Rotary club has a clause in its Constitution whereby a. member 
is automatically dropped from membership if he misses 'four 
meetings in succession. To this rule, is atti'ibuted one of the 
reasons for the remarkable efiifficiency of Rotary. 
A careful 


record of each member's attendance is kept by the secretary 
and nothing short of sickness', or death can excuse a member. 
Absence from the city is no excuse, for there is a rule 'whereby 
a member may attend the meeting of a Rotary Club in any 
city and receive credit for attendance just as if. he had been 
present at the meeting of his own club.

was called "Bed Bug Seminary." The 
first school was taught here in 1858-9 
by Dr. Schryver. 
Daniel Connelly, 


was the next teacher in 1859-60. 


In 1862 it was replaced by a new 


building 
some 
distance 
from 
the 


river, which was abandoned later and 
is now t used as a dwelling house. 


School was held every day during 


the week in the early schools, and 
latterly every second Saturday was a 
holiday.

Dr. Schryver taught school in the 


grand jury room of the Court House 
in Clearfield in 1829-30. In speaking 
of the youth of that time and the

says: "The scholars of these 
early 


days were very much as they now 
are. 
Boys 
are 
boys 
the 
world 


over. 
They 
never 
waited 
for 


something to turn up, , but 
often- 


times turned things upside down to 
suit themselves. 
This was especial- 


ly the case about Christmas time and 
the other holidays. At 'these times 
the scholars run the schools to suit 
themselves. 
They would sometimes 


lock the teacher 
out for a 
whole 


week, barricading themselves in the 
school room. 
The obnoxious system 


of treating was in existence then as 
now. 
If the teacher did not 
treat 


when demanded, the girls would urge 
the boys to declare a lock-out and 
bar the door. The pupils once levied 
on me for a treat and handed this 
paper up to me, to wit: 


"Master, we want a treat; please 


furnish: 


Candy, 2 Ibs. 
Raisins, 2 Ibs. 
Ginger Cakes, 3 dozen 
Apples, 2 bushels 
Whiskey, 2 quarts. 
Please sign your name." 
Imagine the Clearh'eld High School

The True Origin of Rotary 


Rotary came into being with a group of four men seated 


around an office t:\ble. 
As it happened each one of the four 


represented a different calling — one a. coal dealer, one a mining 
operator, one a merchant tailor, and the fourth an attorney. 
The attorney, Paul P. Hams, was the one who first advanced 
the idea of forming a club different from any other club then 
known, and to him belongs the credit for starting the great Ro- 
tary movement. 
The meeting of the four at which it was decided to -or- 


ganize a club, that now historic meeting of the four original 
Rotarians, was held February 23d, 1905, in the Unity Buijd- 
nig on D-earborn street, Chicago. 
It was decided to '-invite 


to membership just one man from each different busiheas or 
professional calling. A printer, a real estate man, an insur- 
ance man, and a banker, wei-e the next four admitted. . ' . 
."Rotary" was chosen as the name of •the; new ."'cjttb be- 


cause the members entertained the meetings in "rotation*' at 
their places of business. 
As "Rotation Cliib" was somewhat 


inapt they decided to adopt the shorter form and call it the 
"Rotary Club." 


Every Member an Active Member 


The Rotary Club has one rule which must not be violated. 


This is the rule in regard to attendance. 'Practically every 
Rotary club has a clause in its Constitution whereby a. member 
is automatically dropped from membership if he misses 'four 
meetings in succession. To this rule, is atti'ibuted one of the 
reasons for the remarkable efiifficiency of Rotary. 
A careful 


record of each member's attendance is kept by the secretary 
and nothing short of sickness', or death can excuse a member. 
Absence from the city is no excuse, for there is a rule 'whereby 
a member may attend the meeting of a Rotary Club in any 
city and receive credit for attendance just as if. he had been 
present at the meeting of his own club.

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The article on "Bed Bug Collge" in 


the colyum yesterday moved W. E. 
Wallace, Esq., to present us with the 
following article on the subject taken 
from' the chapter on "early 
educa- 


tion" in the 
history of 
Clearfield 


county. The sketch is from the pen 
of the late Dr. A. T. Schryver. 
It 


follows: 


A log cabin used to stand on the 


river bank in Rcedsville, (Corner of 
Second and Spruce 
streets) 
now 


Clearfield borough. It was old and 
abandoned 
but 
in 
1859 
common 


chools were held in it for Lawrence 
township. 
The logs were rotten and 


alive with bedbugs. When the room 
wag thoroughly warmed these would 
come forth and feast upon the schol- 


and 
greatly 
annoying 
them. 


From this circumstance the 
place 


was called "Bed Bug Seminary." The 
first school was taught here in 1858-9 
by Dr. Schryver. 
Daniel Connelly, 


was the next teacher in 1859-60. 


In 1862 it was replaced by a new 


building 
some 
distance 
from 
the 


river, which was abandoned later and 
is now t used as a dwelling house. 


School was held every day during 


the week in the early schools, and 
latterly every second Saturday was a 
holiday.

in Clearfield in 1829-30. In speaking 
of the youth of that time and the

says: "The scholars of these 
early 


days were very much as they now 
are. 
Boys 
are 
boys 
the 
world 


over. 
They 
never 
waited 
for 


something to turn up, , but 
often- 


times turned things upside down to 
suit themselves. 
This was especial- 


ly the case about Christmas time and 
the other holidays. At 'these times 
the scholars run the schools to suit 
themselves. 
They would sometimes 


lock the teacher 
out for a 
whole 


week, barricading themselves in the 
school room. 
The obnoxious system 


of treating was in existence then as 
now. 
If the teacher did not 
treat 


when demanded, the girls would urge 
the boys to declare a lock-out and 
bar the door. The pupils once levied 
on me for a treat and handed this 
paper up to me, to wit: 


"Master, we want a treat; please 


furnish: 


Candy, 2 Ibs. 
Raisins, 2 Ibs. 
Ginger Cakes, 3 dozen 
Apples, 2 bushels 
Whiskey, 2 quarts. 
Please sign your name."

Pollen Carried Far by Wind. 


Wind-blown pollen ("sulphur rain") 


Is known to be carried far. Hessel- 
man, of the Swedish experiment sta- 
tion, reports a quite extensive rain of 
tree pollen on two fire ehips 20 and 
87 miles from shore; and the pollen 
of algne Is known to have been car- 
ried even ns far na 'JOO miles.
